The strain of public jobs 


We are again reminded of the difficulty of holding a. 


public job this week, as we learned of the. firing of the 
city superintendent in East. Jordan and the resig- 
nation of the school superintendent in Boyne Falls. 
To top that off, two school administrators who had 
announced their resignations earlier have (or are 
about to) wrapped up their final responsibilities. 
Circumstances surrounding the departure of these 
four public officials are different for each individual...

but it would be reasonable to conclude that the mental 
strain of holding a public job was a factor in each case. 

It seems. to us that public service jobs offer 
extremely gratifying rewards, but at the same time 
they can be personally devastating when things don't 
go just right. 

What could compare to the pride and thrill that East 
Jordan City Supt. Herm Rasch must have felt when 
his Civic Center pet project opened a year ago? And 
Mel Rullman, the East Jordah School superintendent, 
will also be able to point with pride to the attractive 
and functional high school building that was his pet 
project a few years ago. 

Yet both of these men, despite significant 
accomplishments, are leaving their jobs after being 
subjected to considerable pressure. The pressure on 
Rasch came mainly from the city council, and that's 
why he was fired Saturday. Criticism of Rullman came 
more from school staff, and despite apparent support 
from his school board, he chose to wait until the 
pressure subsided and then quietly gave a year's 
notice of his resignation. 

Boyne City Community Education Director Judy 
Johnson and Boyne Falls School Supt. Ray Mouch are 


both leaving their jobs for personal reasons. Neither 
was a controversial figure, but they still went through 
the same type of highs and lows as Rullman and 
Rasch, ; 

There were recent highs like graduation exercises 
and recent lows like millage defeats and budget cuts. 

By their very nature, these public officials have all 
dealt with large scale, significant programs that 
affected us all. And most public officials are paid 


* well—but most of them deserve every penny because 


of the additional strain they must endure by having to 
be accountable to many bosses—school boards or city 
councils and hundreds of residents and taxpayers. 
Additionally, they are living in an age of growing 
mistrust of government, staggering inflation and a 
nearly universal desire to cut taxes. 

Public officials, unlike factory owners, are con- 
stantly open to public scrutiny and must be 
accountable for their actions. It takes'a special kind of 
person to be able to handle all of the divergent roles 
and still emerge pleasing most of the people most of 
the time—including himself or herself. 

So we'll keep on searching for new administrators 
to tackle the highs and lows that we create. 

And. as one of the previously mentioned public 
officials told us: ‘There will always be some young 
buck eager to jump in and take a crack at it.” 

Indeed! Boyne Falls School, which has now had five 
superintendents in six years, attracted 52 applicants 
for the position when Mouch was selected less than a 
year ago. And East Jordan had nearly 100 applicants 
for Rullman's job in a district which had just gone 
through a teachers’ strike and four unsuccessful 
attempts to raise tax rates. 

We can only hope for the best as we go about 
replacing the latest ‘‘casualties."’ 


_A parent's view of education 


The following comments were made 
as a speech by Lillian Lewin to her 
fellow graduates during adult education 
graduation ceremonies Saturday in East 
Jordan. 

Here we, ate-taday, how many years 
later, on graduation day: We, probably 
thought our day would never come! 

Being a parent and graduating many 
years later was probably not easy for 
some of us. 

There were obstacles to avercome— 
schedules, babysitting. jobs and just 
finding the time. 

With all things worthwhile we just 
consider: do we really want this after all 
these years? 

Let's look at what education should 
mean for us. Thirteen years is a long 
time to pursue something with a prize at 
\ the end. . 

: Many parents think that since 
teachers are paid to educate their 
children, the teachers should be able to 


do it. Yet surprising as it may sound, 
the quality of a child's education 
depends more on parents than on the 
teachers or the school. Experience is the 
best teacher, as is often shown. 

When parents instill in a child a 
desire to learn, and the ability to sit 
quietly and pay attention, the child 
learns much better than does the 
undisciplined, unmotivated child. 

Familics make the difference! 

If parents expect their children to 
become good learners, they need to take 
a real interest in their education, 

This involves more than simply 
seeing that their children get safely to 
and from school, {t also means taking a 
genuine interest in their progress in 
class. 

When parents fail to respond to their 
children, they fail to respond invariably 
to the discipline, and are poor students 
because they don’t care. Every child 
needs love. interest. discipline and

Parents are charged with the res- 
ponsibility of training their children, 
and children are required to be obedient 
to their parents in evervthing that is not 
in conflict with God's clearly stated 
requirements. . 

Parents, you can help your children ft 
a number of ways...first. by starting to 
read to your children when they are 
infants. Then as children grow a little 
older. let them pronounce the words 
along with you. 


Reading skills are vital to learning.

In view of the conditions in today's 
schools, this is more important than 
cver before. Training for schooling 
begins at home, not in school. Dis- 
cipline begins at infancy, not in grades 
K-12. We as parents have this respon- 
sibility. 


Let parents and youths plan together 
for an adequate secular education that 


will enable young people to meet their . 


life interests and goals in a whole- 
some, honorable way. The well-trained 
youths of taday will become tomorrow's 
mature, hardworking young men and 
women.

Settlers to Sidewalks 


~Bay Springs and 
“the railroad 


A new history of Boyne City is now available, just in time for 
the celebration of the city’s 125th anniversary during the week 


Middle school history teacher Bob Morgridge has published 
an 84-page book-titled ‘‘Settlers to Sidewalks: A History of: 
Boyne City from its Beginning to the End of the Booming 


The book is now available for $8 or $7 for senior citizens, but 
the price goes up to $10 after June 30, It can be purchased at 
The Charlevoix County Press, the Chamber of Commerce. and 


Here is another in the series of excerpts from the book: 


Bay Springs was platted by Hiram B. Chapman around 1883. It 
was appropriately named because of the beautiful bay and the 
numerous springs that punctuated the side of the banks bor- 
dering Pine Lake. For a decade before H. B. Chapman arrived, 
this area, now called. North Boyne was an active community. 
One of the first persons to come to Bay Springs was Frank M. 
Abraham in 1874. Abraham bought some land, stocked goods in 
a small building near his dock, and bartered for wood and bark. 
A few years later Russell M. Cadwell bought Abraham’s. 
business. Ephraim Shay, an inventor especially noted for his 
design of the Shay locomotive, owned a dock, sawmill, and 
machine shop. Shay sold his sawmill to L. C. Clayton of Cadillac. 
Clayton later sold half interest in his mill to William T. Addis, 
and they formed the business known as Addis and Company, 

William Addis saw a need for a railroad to Boyne Falls to con- 
nect with the Grand Rapids and Indiana Railroad. He proposed 
to construct a narrow.gauge track to Boyne Falls at the cost of 
$35,000 if the local residents would support his efforts by raising 
$3,000 to help finance the project. Although there was much con-_ 
troversy. among the residents, the people approved the plan and 


In éarly 1882, work immediately began on the Spring Harbor 
and Boyne Falls Railroad. In the middle of June, Addis adver- 
tised for mure help offering to pay worker's $30 a month,

Indian powwow 
teaches families 
old traditions 


Indian . drummers, singers and 
~ dancers from throughout Michigan. 


. Canada and surrounding states will be 


coming to Petoskey during the Little 
Traverse Historic Festival to take part in 
the fifth annua! Petoskey Powwow. 

The powwow will’ be held at the 
Emmet County Fairgrounds on Satur- 
day and. Sunday, June 20 and 21. 
The powwow will feature. the Great 
Lakes. singers, Ottawa and Chippewa 
.drummers from Muskegon. George and 
Sid Martin from Hopkins, Mich., will be 
the head dancers and John Bailey from 
Lansing will be the master of 
ceremonies, 

The powwow is sponsored by the 
Tri-County Indian Center and the 
Michigan Council for the Arts. 

“The public is invited and en- 
couraged to come,’ said Debra 
Wiatrolik from the. Tri-county Indian 
Center. ‘‘We would like people to meet 
our elders and to better understand our 
traditions and cultures."' 

A powwow is a social gathering which 
brings Indian families together. It is a 
ceremony which honors the people who 
attend. 

The costumes. are different for dif- 
ferent tribes. ‘‘For example, the Sioux 
costume is feathery, and the Ottawa and 
Chippewa costumes are more natural 
looking.’* Mrs. Wiatrolic said. 

Arlene Naganashe, who has been 
dancing for the past 10 years said that 
powwows feature traditional and fancy 
dancing. 

‘Traditional dancing is the tradition- 


-D.J. Naganashe who is almost two is 
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al dance style each tribe has used,"* 
Mrs. Naganashe said. ‘During a 
traditional dance, you will notice women 
dancing all different ways. Each is 
doing the traditional steps of her tribe.” 

Fancy dancing is more competitive 
and more athletic. Fancy dancers use 
the most intricate steps of all the tribes 
and combine them, Mrs. Naganashe 
said. 

Mrs. Naganashe started dancing 
when her children showed an interest in 
learning about the traditions of the past. 
Her handmade traditional dress is made 
of deerskin, bone beads, feathers. 
shells, and mink. Even her grandson, 


learning to dance. His outfit has a head 
piece decorated with fur and porcupine 
hair. 

During a powwow there are also 
social dances, said Mrs. Wiatrolik. 
Indian children have learned these 
dances from their parents and elders. 

At the powwow there will be booths 
which will display and sell handicraft 
including beading, quill work, leather- 
work, turquoise jewelry, basketry and 
Indian clothing. 

There will be a concession stand 
which will feature Indian foods like corn 
soup, fry bread, rice, and fish. The 
powwow will last from I p.m. to 7 p.m, 
on Saturday and from 2:30 p.m. to 7:30 
p.m. on Sunday. Admission fee is $2 for 
adults and $1 for children and senior 
citizens.

In 1980 
more than 7,000 people from 44 states 
and 15 countries toured the museum. 
This was a 75 percent increase in 
. Museum traffic over 1979. 
Heuvelvorst attributes part of the rise 
in museum traffic to the fact that people 
are becoming more interested in 
history.
